Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 7/13/06 has been 
entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 14-17, filed 7/13/06, with respect to claim 1 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejection under 103(a) of claims 1-5, 7, 
16-20, 22, 31-35, 37 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

• Claims 1-5, 7, 16-20, 22, 31-35, and 37 are allowed; renumbered as 1-18. 

• The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior arts 
(US 6089765 to Mori and US 6567180 to Kageyama) of record teach a printing system 
for storing and reserving print job, but fail to teach and/or suggest determination means 
for determining whether attributes are different based on a printer driver name for an 
output destination for reprint and a printer driver for the reservation job data managed by 
reservation job management means if a reprint request is received fi'om the information 
processing apparatus, and output control means for outputting the device-independent- 
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format data to the information processing apparatus such that the information processing 
apparatus generates print data, which is device-dependent-format data, corresponding to 
the output destination for reprint based on the device-independent-format data, if said 
determination means that the attributes are different, v^hile outputting the device- 
dependent-format data to the output destination, if said determination means determines 
that the attributes are the same, wherein the deice-dependent-format data is data 
generated by a printer driver corresponding to the output destination, and the device- 
independent-format data is data generated prior to a generation process by a printer driver 
corresponding to the output destination and in combinations of other features as cited in 
independent claims 1, 16, and 31 (renumbered as 1, 7, and 13 respectively). See 
applicant's arguments on pages 14-17 for details. The examiner found neither prior art 
cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, nor found any motivation to combine any 
of prior arts that teaches the above limitations and in combinations of other features as 
cited in claims 1, 16, and 31 (renumbered as 1, 7, and 13 respectively).
